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NORTHFIELD BICENTENNIAL COMMITTEE 
Northfield’s Bicentennial Year 


This year on June 19, 1980, our Town will celebrate its Bicentennial An- 
niversary. Although people were residing in the ‘‘northfields’’ of Canter- 
bury prior to 1780, Northfield’s request for its incorporation into a separate 
town did not take place until June 19, 1780. The people in the northern part 
of Canterbury found it too difficult to travel to ‘‘Publick Town affairs,’’ 
this being the reason for wanting to become a separate town. Little did they 
know that in later years the automobile would replace the horse, their only 
means of transportation. 

Northfield’s terrain of hills, valley, brooks, and rivers is about all that has 
not changed in the last one hundred years since Northfield’s Centennial 
Celebration. One room schoolhouses, our earliest form of educational in- 
stitutions are no longer. Bridges that washed away every spring, have been 
replaced with structures of steel and cement. Hydro-powered hosiery and 
woolen mills have burned or closed down. Three areas of commerce— 
Northfield Centre, Northfield Depot, and our earliest, the cross settlement 
on the banks of the Merrimack, are no longer in existence. Sanbornton 
Bridge (Tilton) became the main location for most of our store owners. The 
managing of family farms is no longer what Northfield’s residents do for 
their life’s work. Improved methods of transportation have enabled 
residents of our Town to travel to other centers of industry. We depend on 
other states to produce our food and other necessities. Charcoal kilns that 
dotted our hillsides can no longer be seen. The charcoal that was once used 
by blacksmiths is now found in pre-packaged bags for use in our barbecue 
grills. 

Mr. Hunt said in his Centennial Address, ‘‘What would do in your great- 
grandfather’s day, would be totally insufficient now. A higher education is 
now required to keep us on a level with the general intelligence of the world. 
Teach your children to love their Town so that whether they sojourn within 
its limits or settle far away, their native Town will be the one bright, loved, 
home-like spot of all the earth.’’ Even one hundred years later, this speech 
can be incorporated into our lives. How the Town of Northfield is able to 
serve its residents now and in the future, depends upon the people of North- 
field and their involvement in Town affairs. Let us hope that this bicen- 
tennial year makes us all aware of our part, large or small, in what the future 
of Northfield will be. 


The Bicentennial Committee has been busy the past year making plans for 
the week of June 16-June 22.

WARRANT FOR THE TWO HUNDREDTH 
ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Northfield, in the County of Merrimack in 
said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Northfield Town Hall the eleventh 
day of March next at ten of the clock in the forenoon to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town officers and School District officers for 
the ensuing year. And on the fifteenth day of March next at ten of the clock 
in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects: 


2. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal from Revenue 
Sharing Fund, established under the provision of the State and Local 
Assistance Act of 1972, for use as set-offs against budgeted appropriations 
for the following priority purposes, and in the amount indicated, or take any 
action thereon: 


Police Cruiser Light & Sound System 1,000.00 
Boiler for Library 1,000.00 
Officer Equipment 1,800.00 
Police Cruiser 7,000.00 
Dump Truck 18,500.00 
Road Counter 400.00 
RSA Volumes 300.00 
Town Hall Renovations 1,000.00 
Alarm System-Town Hall 1,375.00 
To Reduce Town Expenditures 25,000.00 


3. To see if the Town will vote to establish a building permit fee system as 
outlined below: 


FEE VALUE OF CONSTRUCTION 

5.00 Up to 5,000.00 
10.00 5,001.00 to 10,000.00 
15.00 Over 10,000.00 


4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,000.00 to reimburse a Building Inspector at a rate of $5.00 per permit 
verified. 


5. Shall we adopt the providence of RSA 72:62 for a property tax exemp- 
tion on real property equipped with a solar energy heating or cooling system 
which exemption shall be in the amount of 100% of the cost of the cost of 
said solar system? (By Petition) 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,200.00 to pay one year’s salary for a Welfare Administrator. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Five 
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Hundred Dollars (500.00) to be placed in the Recreation Council Building 
Fund. The fund is to be used for the eventual construction of a community 
building. A similar article appears in the Tilton Warrant. (By Request) 


8. To see if the Town will vote to establish a conservation commission 
under the provision of RSA 36A, and that the Selectmen shall appoint said 
commission to consist of five (5S) members within 90 days of the said annual 
meeting, and that said Selectmen shall also designate, for the purpose of call- 
ing the first commission meeting, a temporary chairman. (By Request) 


9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to accept, 
receive, and expense any federal funds that may become available to the 
Town within the fiscal year 1980. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following Trailer/Mobile 
Home Ordinance: 


Chapter I 
NORTHFIELD TRAILER ORDINANCE 

§7 Permit. No trailer shall be located or erected within the Town of 
Northfield after the date of enactment of this ordinance unless a permit shall 
have first been obtained by the owner or owners of record thereof from the 
Board of Selectmen. The owner or operator of mobile home parks shall not 
permit a mobile home to be placed in his park without a valid permit having 
been issued to the owner or owners of said mobile home by the Board of 
Selectmen, and such owner or operator shall report changes in ownership of 
mobile homes within the park within his knowledge, to the Board of Select- 
men. The Board of Selectmen shall issue permits for the erection or location 
of trailers to the owner or owners thereof and who are to occupy the same as 
follows: 


(a) Ratio. A permit shall be issued on a ratio of one permit for every 
four conventional single-family dwellings that have been substantially con- 
structed after the date of the enactment of this ordinance. A trailer permit 
shall be available for issuance each time that four (4) conventional single- 
family dwellings have been constructed in Town. Permits shall be issued in 
the order in which the applications therefore were received. The purpose of 
this provision is to stabilize the relationship between the trailers and conven- 
tional single-faimly homes in the Town of Northfield with a ratio of four 
conventional homes to one trailer. 

-(b) Record Owners. Individuals holding record title as of the date of 
enactment of this ordinance to land in the Town shall be entitled, so long as 
they remain the record owner or owners of said property, to a permit for the 
location or erection of one trailer upon said land for occupancy as a home 
for the record owner or owners. Said permit shall be entitled ‘‘Special 
Owners Trailer Permit.”’ 

(c) Trailer Parks. Permits shall be issued for the erection or location 
of trailers on existing trailer sites in existing trailer parks, or trailer sites on 
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approved plans for trailer parks or approved subdivision plans of trailer 
parks. 

(d) Resident of Parks. Any resident in the Town, not the owner of 
land on the date of the enactment of this ordinance, who resides in a trailer 
park shall be entitled to a permit to locate or relocate a trailer on premises 
not in a trailer park. 

(e) Other Residents. Any resident of the Town, not the owner of 
land, on the date of the enactment of this ordinance who resides in a trailer 
on premises not located in a trailer park, shall be entitled, so long as he re- 
mains a resident of the Town, to a permit to locate or relocate a trailer on 
other premises whether in a trailer park or otherwise, provided, however, 
that the site on which the owner resides on the date hereof, shall be con- 
sidered abandoned, upon the granting of such permit. 

(f) Additional Permits. Permits issued under subparagraph (b) 
through (e), inclusive shall be in addition to the permits issued in accordance 
with the ration formula in subparagraph (a). 

(g) Exemption. Trailers erected or located within the Town as of the 
date of this ordinance are exempt from the provisions of this ordinance, and 
shall not be considered in determining the ratio formula required for is- 
suance of permits under subparagraph (a). Such existing trailers may be 
replaced by another trailer or relocated to another location and permits 
issued therefore shall be in addition to permits granted under subparagraph 
(a) above. Any trailer for which a permit has been given under the provisions 
of this ordinance may be replaced by another trailer under the authority of 
said permit. 


§2 Expiration. All permits issued by the Selectmen under the terms of 
this ordinance shall automatically expire if unused for a period of six (6) con- 
secutive months, after date of issue. 


§3 Abandonment. Failure to continue to maintain a trailer for a period 
of six (6) consecutive months pursuant to a previously issued permit shall 
constitute abandonment of the right to maintain said trailer, and the permit 
to maintain the same shall be deemed to have terminated. This paragraph 
shall not affect the right of owners of record under subparagraph (b) above, 
so long as they remain record owner or owners to obtain a Special Owners 
Trailer Permit. 


§4 Application. The requirements of this ordinance shall be in addition 
to all laws or ordinances and other requirements of the State, Town or other 
authorities. 


§5 Definition. The term ‘‘trailer’’ as used in this ordinance includes 
house trailers or mobile homes constructed with a metal frame, suitable for 
use for domestic, commercial or industrial purposed but does not include 
travel trailers. 
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§6 All trailers and mobile homes, suitable for use for domestic, com- 
mercial or industrial purposes, not including travel trailers, shall be required 
to have Underwriter Laboratory approval before the issuance of a permit to 
locate the same in the Town of Northfield, N.H. 

§7 Penalty. Any person violating any provision of this Chapter shall, 
upon conviction, be penalized for a Violation under the Criminal Code of 
N.H. 


11. Toseeif the Town will authorize the Selectmen to dispose of the Acme 
Machine Dam, acquired by the Town through Tax Collector’s Deed, or take 
any other action relating thereto. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to remove the sum of $10,000.00 plus ac- 
crued interest from the Trust Funds (New Bridge Fund) and use said sum qs 
income toward 1980 operating expenses of the Town. 

13. To see if the Town will vote to accept Antirecession Fiscal Assistance 
Programs funds, if any, to defray operating expenses of the Highway 
Department. 

14. To see if the Town will vote to accept the Budget submitted by the 
Budget Committee and pass any vote in relation thereto. 

15. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Tax Collector to discount 
by 2% any amount in taxes due when said taxes are paid within 30 days of the 
date of billing. 

16. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes. 

17. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to administer or 
dispose of any real estate that may be acquired through Tax Collector’s 
deeds, by public auction. 

18. To transact any business that may legally come before said meeting. 

The polls shall be closed not earlier than six of the clock in the evening. 
Given under our hands and seals at Northfield this fourth day of February in 
the year of our Lord, nineteen hundred and eighty.

1979 Annual Report 


With the very competent and guiding help of Sally Huntoon, our past 
Recreation Director and David Smith, Program Director, CETA employee, 
we had a very good recreation program. Our activities took on a much 
broader challenge and more varied programs were offered to all ages. 

Due to illness, Mrs. Huntoon submitted her resignation and the duties of 
Director were taken over by Mr. Smith. Mr. Christopher Finer was hired 
by the Council as Director for the Playground and Swim Program. An ex- 
cellent summer program was provided the children of Tilton and Northfield. 

Due to a much larger enrollment for Summer Programs, it was necessary 
to set up a waiting list. We were able to get every child off the list and into the 
programs thanks to the hard work of staff members. Hopefully the size of 
our groups will stay the same in the future for all our Summer programs. In 
the past, summer playground and swim program has had a slight drop-off of 
participants from the time of registration to the end of the program. We had 
an attendance of approximately two hundred children and drop offs were 
minimal mostly due to prior arrangements and family vacations. 

Programs offered at Playground were: Wild West Day, Pirates Day, visit 
with a potter, Interlocken—the New Games Troupe, and demonstrations by 
N.H. Humane Society, Public Service Co. of N.H. on energy conservation, 
Trooper LeBlanc & Sam from K-9 Corps, Tom Kuhner, silversmith and Kim 
Steadfast. 

Special trips were made in age groups due to the large amount of children 
participating. These trips included: Sculptured Rocks, Weirs Beach Water- 
slide and an all day trip to Franconia Notch for all playground children, staff 
and chaperones. Parents Day was held at the Recreation Hall so that all 
could view arts and crafts. 

We were plagued heavily with damage due to vandalism by people who 
were not participating in the swim program. This was caused mostly due to 
the fact that there was not proper coverage of the beach and parking lot areas 
during hours and after. The Council would like to thank William Rowell, Jr. 
for the excellent work he did at the beach area. 

The Council has sold the property located at West Main Street to William 
Murray for $7,700.00 and the money has been deposited into the Building 
Fund. We are looking for land or a building on which we could relocate the 
Recreation Center. 

We have had many family oriented programs, such as: deep sea fishing, 
Ice Follies, family skating, Easter egg hunt, Festival Day, Christmas Party 
with Santa and movies, gymnastics, slimnastics, disco lessons and many 
more. Our Recreation Hall has been open for ‘‘Open Halls’’ for all ages so 
that the facilities at the hall may be used. 

In October we hired a new Director, Miss Debbie Smith. Debbie came to

us from Hollis, Maine where she was Director. 

We presently have a very active program with our Senior Citizens at the 
Tilton and Northfield housing developments. They very graciously dyed 300 
eggs for us for the Easter program and presently we have Bingo and arts and 
crafts with them. We have sponsored and will sponsor another trip to the Ice 
Follies. 

Our ski program will hopefully have a good year and participation in 
family ice skating has been excellent. 

Even though we are limited as to when we may use our facilities for pro- 
grams and during what hours, we have offered many different and varied 
programs to all ages and at a very minimal cost. This has been made possible 
only by the assistance of many capable staff people and by those who have 
volunteered their time, talents and contributions of money, etc. A very 
special thanks should go to the taxpayers of Tilton and Northfield for their 
continued support of recreation at our Town Meetings and at the programs 
offered. 

The current members of the Council are: Sandra Cyr, Chairman, Roger 
Abbott, Vice Chairman, Leona Page, Secretary-Treasurer, Charles Dwinal, 
Public Relations and Robert Cyr. We invite anyone who is interested, to 
become a member and join us. Our meetings are held at the Recreation Hall, 
second and fourth Thursdays, 7:30 p.m. We encourage all to attend and 
would invite your input into our discussions. 

At this time, I would like to close by saying that as a Council we have tried 
to do what we believe to be the best for both towns and everyone who has 
participated in our programs. It has been a definite challenge and one which 
we have tried to fulfill to the best of our ability. A special thank you to the 
schools and janitorial staff, local merchants, Highland Ski Area, Selectmen 
and staff, volunteers, Tilton Prep School for the use of the ice rink, our 
Senior Citizens who have helped in so many ways, to all the yound men and 
women who worked so hard this year on our playground and swim program, 
Cote’s Roller Skating Arena and especially to the other members of the 
Council who have worked so hard with me and have had so much patience 
while we have endeavored to make this a worthwhile year in recreation.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PINES COMMITTEE 


The Northfield Pines Committee was formed by the Selectmen in 1977 to 
assist them in insuring the upkeep, preservation, and accountable scheduling 
of the Pines. The Committee membership is open to any interested persons, 
and for the most part has been made up of representatives from the Youth 
League, T-N Recreation Council, Tall Pines Equestrian Club, Rotary Club, 
and the Fire Department. Meetings are held at Northfield Town Hall, usual- 
ly on the third Wednesday on the month. 

This year saw less activity at the Pines, with just four events in the 
Equestrian Ring, four in the Pines themselves, and around 100 events in the 
Baseball Field. Events in the Pines included three horse shows (two spon- 
sored by the Tall Pines Equestrian Club, and one by the Rotary Club), the 
Fourth of July celebrations, the Winnisquam High School Alumni event, 
Fire Department clambake, and the Baseball League picnic. The baseball 
field hosted the 84 scheduled games of the Youth League, and the Winnis- 
quam Regional High School’s Girls Softball League. Several other organiza- 
tions were permitted to use the ball field, recieving permission either through 
Charlie Dwinal or the Police Department. 

Acting on the request of the 1979 Town Meeting, the Pines Committee and 
Selectmen met with Stanley Knowles, State Forester, to discuss possible 
harm to the Pines through their use for recreation. John Condi joined us for 
an on-site inspection. After several visits and discussions, the Selectmen 
decided on a set of regulations which were placed in effect on May 25, 1979. 
The regulations designated a passive area encompassing the cleared portion 
of the Pines, and an active recreational area including the equestrian ring 
and the ball field. To provide parking for the activities at the ring, a portion 
of the uncleared area of the Pines was to be brushed out and an entrance 
established off Summer Street. Other regulations included banning of all 
motor vehicle traffic except for town maintenance or emergency vehicles, no 
glass bottles or containers, no tethering of horses or other livestock to trees, 
no tacking of posters on the trees, no recreation vehicles, and cleaning up 
after any event in the Pines. 

Brushing activities were begun by the Highway Department in June, to be 
fit in when other duties allowed this. Since the parking area was not com- 
pleted at the time of the horse shows, exceptions were granted by the Select- 
men for parking in the passive area. 

Improvements in the Pines this year included repair of winter damage to 
the Equestrian Ring by Dick Maher, leveling and re-seeding of the out-field 
in the ball field area (both at no cost to the town), and the purchase of six 
new picnic tables by the Selectmen. With the addition of No Parking signs, 
and a designation of a commuter parking area on the far side of Park Street, 
parking in the Pines area has ceased to be a problem. 

There will be fewer activities in the Pines in the coming year. The largest 
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event will be celebrations connected with the Northfield Bi-Centennial. 
However, the Tall Pines Equestrian Club has moved it’s activities to another 
location because they will require more parking space for the horse trailers 
and vans than would be allowed in the new regulations. The Rotary Club has 
not yet announced whether it will be holding a horse show, and other possi- 
ble sponsors have not approached the Pines Committee. 

The Pines Committee regrets the drop in the number of events using the 
Equestrian Ring. Over the past four years, the greatest interest in the upkeep 
of the Pines was taken by the organizations using the area, especially the 
Youth League and the Equestrian Groups. With the latter groups moving 
elsewhere, will we continue to find local people who will assist the Selectmen 
in keeping up the Park?

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HALL MEMORIAL LIBRARY REPORT FOR 1979 


The public library of Northfield and Tilton, Hall Memorial Library, con- 
tinued to serve the community with one full-time librarian (thirty hours per 
week), an assistant librarian (thirteen to fifteen hours per week starting 
September) and an aide (nine hours per week). Temporary aide Mary White 
served in the library January through June in 1979, while Doug Greene in the 
summer and Debbie Dow since mid-October, have furnished student help 
under the Youth Employment Training Program of CETA. The trustees ap- 
pointed Marian Houlihan custodian. The library was open to the public for 
forty hours each week, September through June and twenty hours weekly 
during July and August. 

Daily book circulation remained 120 books, records and periodicals per 
day in 1979. A drop in circulation of adult non-fiction books was countered 
by increased use of non-circulating books and pamphlets, especially those on 
local history, the staff noted. Circulation of children’s books rose 
dramatically by over 2,000 items, reflecting the emphasis on reading in 
schools, community and library programs. Story hours continued for pre- 
schoolers and a summer reading program was instituted. Winners of the 
1979 contest were Lisa Natoli, Greg Hewes and Susan Austin. 

The budget allotment for books in 1979 was the same as for 1978, which 
meant that fewer hardcover books could be purchased at today’s rising 
prices, but many more paperback titles have been added. The record collec- 
tion depended entirely on gifts in 1979. Trustees Sally Lawrence and Edna 
Southwick generously donated a number of new books, some of them 
memorial gifts. 

In April a new photocopy machine was purchased for the library thanks to 
revenue sharing. Many library patrons have appreciated the convenience of a 
good copier available to the public for a small fee. 

Friends of the Library voted at a fall meeting to use profits gained in an- 
nual Book Sale July 27 and 28 and preceding sales for new shelving in the 
Mary Osgood Children’s Room and in the library office. Trustee Warren 
Hill is receiving bids from carpenters for this project. 

In September, the library trustees voted unanimously to accept the 
librarian’s request to appoint Rachel Entwistle Assistant Librarian with 
hours increased to fifteen hours. Miss Entwistle has worked at the library 
over a period of years with librarians Mary Osgood, Kathleen Wasiuk and 
Guenn Winterbottom. Appreciation is here expressed for her service to the 
library and for that of Library Aide Sandi Emerson, whose work goes 
beyond the specified hours each officially serves. Moreover, the library 
trustees have given many hours of dedicated service without remuneration. 
Camille and Chris Tolme of the Friends of the Library have been very 
helpful in reviving that group and welcoming new members. Ruth Gorrell 
donated a lovely Christmas tree to the library and the Garden Club furnished 
a beautiful large wreath for the doorway, both much enjoyed. 
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The library staff hopes to attract more visitors by increasing the library’s 
open hours, starting in April. Recommended are daily hours of 11 to 8, five 
days each week during winter months and a split day of 11-2 and 5-8, five 
days each week during July and August. The possibility of opening Satur- 
days from 11 to 3 P.M. is also being discussed. 

An exhibit of Dr. Adino Brackett Hall’s silver and his Bible was graciously 
loaned by Brackett Hill in November to prepare the way for the library 
(named for Dr. Hall and built with funds from his widow) to celebrate the 
bicentennial year of Northfield in 1980.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE DISTRICT NURSE 
Fiscal Year January 1, 1979 through December 31, 1979 


This our 61st year has been an exciting one for the residents of Tilton- 
Northfield and for the District Nurse. 

In the first nine months of 1979 a total of 2,078 nursing visits were made 
by the District Nurse. 991 in Tilton, and 1,087 in Northfield. Under a con- 
tract with the Visiting Nurse Association of Franklin a total of 186 Homie 
Health Aide visits were made to the two towns, and 33 Physical Therapy 
visits. Homemaker visits at that time were only available in Northfield and 
totaled 84. 

Since the new contract, effective October 1, 1979, was signed with the 
Visiting Nurse Association of Franklin for full services, nursing visits have 
totaled 796 (341 in Tilton and 355 in Northfield). Home Health Aide visits to 
the two towns were 168 (80 in Tilton and 88 in Northfield). Homemakér 
visits totaled 149 (28 in Tilton, 121 in Northfield). Physical Therapy visits 
totaled 46, Tilton had 38 and 8 in Northfield. Combined visits for the last 
quarter 1,059. 

A new service was offered to the two towns this year. The Tilton- 
Northfield District Nurse Association held two Blood Pressure Screening 
Clinics. These will continue to be held on a regular basis. The Well Child 
Clinics, the Dental Clinics, and the Immunization Clinics will also continue 
to be held in conjunction with the Visiting Nurse Association of Franklin, as 
well as the newly offered full services. Also offered now is the 8 a.m. to 4 
p.m. telephone answering service Monday through Friday. 

I would like to thank all organizations and individuals who have assisted 
me in carrying out the work of the Tilton-Northfield District Nurse.

Tilton-Northfield-Sanbornton 
YOUTH ASSISTANCE PROGRAM 


In March, 1979, the three towns of Tilton, Sanbornton, and Northfield 
voted overwhelmingly in favor of continuation of the Youth Assistance Pro- 
gram. The program, initiated in July, 1975 with the assistance of a grant 
from the Governor’s Commission on Crime and Deliquency, is a preven- 
tative, community-based organization developed to combat the high rate of 
juvenile crime in the tri-town area. In the past four and a half years, Y.A.P. 
has drastically reduced this high level by providing several services for the 
youth of our towns: 


COURT DIVERSION: When a child has committed a crime, the arresting 
officer has two options: 

1. Scold the child and release him to his parents, or 

2. Take the child to court, where basically the judge’s only alternatives are 
to scold the juvenile and place him on probation, or send him to the Youth 
Development Center in Manchester, usally after the child’s third or fourth 
court appearance. 

with the Y.A.P., the arresting officer and the court have a third choice. 
Should the juvenile admit guilt to the offense, he cane be referred to court 
diversion. The Police Chief and the Y.A.P. director first discuss the case to 
determine its appropriateness for diversion based on the seriousness of the 
offense and the youth’s previous involvement with the law. If a green light is 
given at this point, the Y.A.P. director then meets with the juvenile and his 
family, with his school teachers and principal, the arresting officer, and any 
other relevant person in his life. This is done to get the full picture of the 
juvenile’s attitudes, problems, possible reasons for his deviant behavior and 
to achieve better insight as to what would be an effective consequence for his 
act. A full report is present to the Juvenile Review Board (J.R.B.) with the 
youth and his parents present. (The J.R.B. is a trained volunteer committee 
of local citizens with various skills and professions who hear the case and 
assign the consequences.) These consequences provide: 

1. Punishment—the youth must meet personally with the victim of his 
crime to apologize and to arrange restitution for the crime, usually in the 
form of work to repair the damage done, if possible. 

2. Rehabilitation—the youth must report to the Y.A.P. director weekly 
for a mandatory period to discuss his progress at home, in school, and in the 
community. If the youth is a behavior problem in school, the J.R.B. will 
often ask for an improvement in effort, conduct, and attitude, monitored by 
weekly reports from the school. 

3. Deterrence—having the juvenile appear before the local citizens to ad- 
mit guilt to his crime holds the youth accountable to the community for his 
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acts, as well as to help him to realize that there are consequences for breaking 
the law. 

If the juvenile does not comply with the consequences assigned by the 
J.R.B., he is petitioned to court for the original offense. Of a total of 67 
cases which have gone before the J.R.B., only three juveniles have failed to 
fulfill court diversion expectations and had to be taken to court. 


COUNSELING AND REFERRALS: Counseling and referral are services 
extended to all youth and their families of the three towns. In the past year, 
there were a total of 255 referrals made to Y.A.P., 102 of these coming from 
the parents, the schools, and the juveniles themselves. This is a healthy sign, 
as referrals which do not come from the police are not crime related, thus 
showing not only active use of Y.A.P. by the communities, but also a swing 
towards more preventative intervention. 

Y.A.P. refers both juveniles and families to appropriate servites 
throughout the Lakes Region, having made use of a total of 45 various agen- 
cies in the past year. 


THE PEOPLE PROGRAM: The key word in describing Y.A.P. is preven- 
tion. Now that the program has effectively cut juvenile crime, a great deal of 
time and effort have gone into the development of a service to keep the crime 
rate down, and what better way than to offer our youth healthy spare time 
activities and positive adult supervision? PEOPLE currently has thirteen 
regular volunteers who work either on a one-to-one basis with a child, or 
who plan monthly group activities. In the past year, PEOPLE has instituted 
bi-weekly planning and organizational meetings, matched 5 new adults with 
kids, elected new Junior officers, made a trip to Canobie Lake Park, held 
two orientation meetings for recruiting and training new adult volunteers, 
ran the annual Fish Pond booth at the tri-town 4th of July celebration in 
Northfield, had a Halloween party, went roller skating at Cotes Rink, and 
planned a Valentines Day dance as a fund raiser. 

The PEOPLE Program has been modeled after similar projects 
throughout the state which have proven to be effective, preventative deter- 
rents to delinquency. 


Youth Assistance is a community based, community dependent program. 
All of our more than 40 volunteers and two staff are active in the communi- 
ty, our three Police Departments and schools are supportive of Y.A.P. ef- 
forts, and you the townspeople decide each year whether to continue the pro- 
gram. Because Youth Assistance has proven its worth, several local towns, 
including Meredith, Alton and Laconia, are using our program as a model to 
deal with their own sky rocketing juvenile problems. Youth Assistance has 
also been recognized by the G.C.C.D. as an authorized alternative to each 
town having its own juvenile officer, as mandated by New Hampshire State 
Law and we are recognized as certified diversion program by the court. 

Much of this fine work was done through the efforts of former Director 
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Jean Snyder and Assistant Directors, Mariann Clark and Ginna Steadfast. 
In September new Director Pat Clark came aboard, and soon afterwards the 
new Assistant, Carolyn Wagner joined the organization. 

With your continued support, Youth Assistance is committed to providing 
a healthier and more enriched environment for the youth of our com- 
munities.

Submitted herewith is the report of an examination of the accounts of the 
Town of Northfield for the year ended December 31, 1978, which was made 
by this Division in accordance with the vote of the Town. Exhibits as 
hereafter listed are included as part of the report. 

One of the enclosed audits must be given to the Town Clerk for retention 
as part of the Town’s permanent records. 


Financial Statements 
Analysis of Change in Fund Balance: (Exhibit A-2) 
On a budgetary basis the change in Fund Balance is summarized as follows:

Special Revenue Funds: 
Federal Revenue Sharing Fund: 

The Town received $50,887 of Federal Revenue Sharing plus interest and 
expended $45,162 during the current year. An unexpended balance of 
$62,885 remains for future uses and must be appropriated within twenty- 
four months of receipt. 


Anti-Recession Fund: 

The Town received $500 in federal anti-recession funds and expended 
$3,900 during the current year. An unexpended balance of $722 remains and 
should be expended within the prescribed six month time limit. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Tax Collection Procedures: 
R.S.A. 41:35 states in part: 
**Every collector of taxes shall keep in suitable books a fair and correct ac- 
count in detail of the taxes due, collected, and abated, and of all property 
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sold for non-payment of taxes, which books shall be public records. A tax 
collector shall pay all the money collected to the town treasurer at least ona 
weekly basis, or on a daily basis at the discretion of the commissioner of 
revenue administration. Such daily or weekly payments may be deferred un- 
til the tax receipts total $500. He shall make final payment to the town 
treasurer of all moneys collected by him within 10 days after the close of the 
town’s fiscal year.’’ 

The tax collector did not follow correct procedures for depositing 
payments on a current basis. Also, records maintained for the Property Tax 
Levy of 1978 were not correct in many cases, because of confusion resulting 
from improper tax warrant commitments and a recent property assessment 
reappraisal. Thus, it was necessary for us to reconstruct property tax records 
for the Levy fo 1978. New bookkeeping and deposit procedures have been 
recommended to the tax collector. These procedures should simplify record 
keeping requirements and establish correct procedures for depositing taxes 
on a timely basis. 

The Tax Collector did not reconstruct the records for tax sales prior to 
September 27, 1977 as recommended by our report of March 10, 1978. 


Summary Inventory of Valuation: 

The figures appearing on the 1978 Summary Inventory of Valuation, 
Form DRA No.1, which determine the net valuation on which the property 
tax rate is computed, do not agree with the inventory figures used to prepare 
the tax warrant and tax bills for 1978. This discrepancy resulted in a tax defi- 
ciency of approximately $20,000. Therefore, we recommend that the inven- 
tory figures used to set tax rates be verified and that they correspond to those 
figures filed with the Department of Revenue Administration on future 
DRA No. | forms. 


Other Cases of Non-Compliance With Statutes: 

1. Selectmen failed to deliver tax warrants for taxes discovered after original 
lists were prepared. 

2. Selectmen failed to properly prepare and deliver properly executed 
abatements. 

3. Unauthorized discounts in the amount of $9,619 for the year ended 
December 31, 1978 were allowed. 

4. Correct procedures for Semi-Annual Collection of Taxes as prescribed by 
RSA 76:15-a were not followed. 

5. The Town does not collect penalties for failure to file inventory forms as 
described by RSA 74:7-a. This failure constitutes a loss of revenue to the 
Town. 

6. The revenues and expenditures of $4,000 involving C.E.T.A. Funds were 
not estimated or budgeted in the year examined as required by RSA 32:5. 
7. Property assessment records have not been properly maintained or con- 
trolled. During our examination it was noted that the assessment cards 
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prescribed by this Department for current use are not being used. Many 
assessment cards were removed from their proper file and left randomly 
about the office. All cards were removed from the office for use at the Com- 
puter Center. These assessment cards should be properly filed and present in 
the selectmen’s office at all times. 

8. Properties advertised for tax sale should be listed for owners of record as 
of April lst of the year being sold. In many cases owners other than those of 
April Ist were used incorrectly. 


Inventory of Fixed Assets: 

As is the practice with many New Hampshire municipalities, the Town has 
not maintained a record of its fixed assets. In order to adequately maintain 
control of its existing fixed assets, we recommend that the Town conduct an 
inventory of these assets as soon as is practical. As part of their long-term 
policies, the Town Officials should initiate fixed asset records. Cost or con- 
sideration given is the generally accepted method for valuing fixed assets, 
and should be recorded on all new acquisitions. Where adequate documenta- 
tion of cost is unavailable for existing fixed assets, an estimate of original 
cost is an acceptable standard under accounting principals for governmental 
entities. The existence of fixed asset records will not only aid Town Officials 
in their control of these assets, but should be an invaluable tool in long-range 
planning. 

The Town presently does not have a centralized purchasing system. Pur- 
chasing is generally a function performed by individual department heads on 
an informal basis as needed. 

We recommend that the Town adopt a purchasing system which includes 
the following procedures: 


1. Use of prenumbered, sequentially issued purchase orders, properly ap- 
proved by both department heads and selectmen, and maintenance of a 
record of open purchase orders. 

2. Preparation by department heads of receiving reports on all items re- 
ceived after inspection of items for condition and quantity. (A copy of the 
purchase order may be used for this purpose.) 

3. The sending of all invoices directly from suppliers to the selectmen’s of- 
fice where invoices are checked against purchase orders and receiving reports 
for terms, prices and quantities followed by submission to selectmen for 
final approval before payment. 

4. Effective cancellation of all invoices and supporting documents upon 
payment by the person signing the checks. 


While we recognize that such a system was sufficient in the past, govern- 
ments have grown substantially in the past several years with corresponding 
growth in improved procedures and practices. We believe that it is the 
responsiblity of prudent town administrators (the Board of Selectmen) to 
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participate in the purchasing function of town government to preserve 
proper segregation of duties. 


We are willing to assist you in the implementation of these procedures as 
time will allow. 


Revenue Sharing Requirements: 

Revenue sharing regulations required recipient governments to maintain a 
separate record of real property and of tangible personal property having a 
value in excess of $1,000. Such records shall set forth the date of purchase, 
date of disposal or transfer and the transferee of the property. Real property 
includes land, structures upon land and fixtures attached to land, and 
buildings or structures which cannot be removed without damage to the fix- 
tures, buildings or structures. Personal property includes, at the least, non- 
expendable tangible property having a useful life of more than one year and 
an acquisition cost of $1,000. The Town does not maintain such records and 
we recommend that they reconstruct fixed asset records for those assets 
previously acquired with revenue sharing funds to be updated as future 
transactions occur in order not to jeopardize past or future revenue sharing 
funds. 


Conclusion: 

The provisions of Chapter 71-A, Section 21, requires that the auditor’s 
summary of findings and recommendations shall be published in the next an- 
nual report of the Town. Publication of the exhibits contained in this audit 
report is optional at the discretion of the Board of Selectmen. This letter, 
however, must be published in its entirety. 

We extend our thanks to the officials and employees of the Town of 
Northfield for their assistance during the course of the audit.
